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BRADLEY 

Ex-Governor Made Dignified? and 
Able Speech at Madisonville. 

HEARD BY LARGE AND 

ENTHUSIASTIC AUDIENCE. 

The Hou. W. O. Bradley, ex- 
governor of Kentucky, was a 
rousing hearing at the Taber- 
nacle at Madisonville Saturday 
afternoon. The Madisonville 
white brass band, and not the 
negro band an stated by the 
Hastier, led the multitude to the 
tabernacle and the governor did 
the rest. He was accompanied 
in carriages by members of the 
local coinmitteeB and personal 
friends. Outside of the hearing 
given by people of Madisonville 
and Earlington and Hopkins 
couuty generally, there were a 
number <>f long time friends of 
the "old war horse" who came 
friin Henderson, Hopkinsville 
and other points. Among these 
were Col. Lige tJebree, of Hen- 
derson, andjudge A. U. Ander- 
son, of Hopkinsville, both of 
whom were accompanied by 
others from their towns. Earl- 
ington was represented by a num- 
ber ot her citizens, among whom 
were several ladies. There was 
quite ;i delegation of ladies pres- 
ent. 

The speaker paid especial trib 
ute to the ladies. He also called 
especial attention lo the many 
avocation* and professions now 
open to women who wished to or 
were compelled bv force of cir- 
cumstance to make their own 
way in life. Not a threat many 
years ago there was little out- 
side of sewiug or domestic ser 
vice that a woman roufci find to 
do. Now she may enter mauy 
and varied employments. For 
this, he said, the women were 
indebted to the Republican 
party. This employment of worn 
en ia various capacities began 
in this country when they were 
given places m various depart- 
ments at Washington under 
Republican admiustration, and 
spread from this throughout the 
country. With respect to the in- 
telligence of women, which he 
said men called "intuition," he 
said : "There's nothing on earth 
that equals a woman's intuition. 
She cau see more in a minute 
than a man can see in a week. 

He took up the beginnings of 
the tariff and discussed briefly the 
war and its enormous e: 
declaring that the war grew out 
of the teachings of Hie Demo- 
cratic party, and showing that 
the enormous war debt wa« 
largely paid off when the Demo- 
cratic party and President Cleve- 
land came into power. He re- 
counted something of the dis- 
asters to the country during 
that term and told of the hard 
times, illustrating it v 
quotation from a mau in his 
town who had said: "You Re 
publicans freed the niggers but 
Grover Cleveland freed the 
mules." During Cleveland's sec- 
ond term, too, financial disasters 
wide spread, and soup houses, 
had come because of the Wilson- 
Gorman tariff bill, which Cleve- 
land had refused to sign because 
he considered it a dishonest 
measure. McKinley was elected, 
Hhe Dingley tariff bill was en- 
acted and prosperity unequalled 
followed in its wake. And it has 
grown and widened until to- 
day 1 there is more prosperity in 
this nation than was ever known 
before. 

Parker and the telegram he 
' sent to make a new platform 
came in for mention. Parker had 
not been heard of since election 
until the other day when an in- 
surance official in New York, 



whose officials are Democrats, 
testified that his company had 
given $48,000 to elect Roosevelt, 
because they believed Parker's 
election would not only ruin the 
insurance interest but every 
other interest in the country. 

Mr. Bradley said that every 
Federal statute that had been of 
any great service to the country 
had been put there by Republi- 
cans. Referring to the many 
changes in the Democratic party 
he told the story of the man who 
prized the old gun ''hi- Liraiid- 
father had carried through the 
Revolution," out which had been 
greatly repaired, and the old 
parts replaced by new ones. The 
man had said: "The old barrel's 
goue, the old stock's gone, the 
old lock's gone, but thank God 
the old touch hole is .'eft.*' It 
was this way with the Demo 
cratic party. "And now the 
Democratic party didn't know 
here it was, what it was for, 
and if it did know wh, it-it whs for 
wouldn't know where to get it." 

He referred to Bryan's advo- 
cacy of Government ownership 
of railroads. He said "Every- 
body knows better than that" 
a,nd that it. was not consistent; 
that the Democrat* had always 

b hi c deming the Republican I 

party because they claimed Re- 
publicans favored paternalism. 

He saiil that the whole of the 
la-<t Democratic campaign had 
arb- mi t!e> Booker Wash- 
[lafttOH incident ami that the pen 
pie hud said by their votes that 
as useless to give them such 
stud a< that upon which to make 
a campaign. He said that Mr. 
Roosevelt had not sat at t » '>1 .> 
with Booker Washingtou; that 
he was having hi* luncheon in 
the office and had simply order- 
ed a luncheon brought in for 
Professor Washington ; that was 
all there was in the incident. He 
ipoke of the fact that Grover 
Cleveland, as Governor of New 
York, had signed a bill admit- 
ting colored children to the pub- 
lic schools with the white child- 
ren and said the Democrats had 
not seemed to see anything 
wrong about that. He said the 
Democrats wouldn't see any 
good in the Republican party, 
that they were like the decrepit 
old grandmother who had reach- 
ed the age of eighty four and 
wanted to marry. She couldn't 
see anything except what she 
wanted to see.. Her daughter 
said "Why mothar, vou mustn't 
marry. You are too old. You 
can't hear good and you can 
hardly see." But the old lady 
insisted she was young enough 
and could see well enough and 
she was going t» marry. They 
said : "Well, we'll put a rooster 
up on the spire of the barn aud 
if you can see it we'll agree to 
your marriage." They put up 
the bird aud she looked. Sin- 
said : "Oh yes, I cau see the 
rooster but daughter! where's 
the barn?" So with true Demo 
crats ; they could see the "rooster ' : 
but couldn't see the great niasi 
of noble Republican achieve 
ment for the good of the nation 
—the "barn." 

Mentioning .the common an- 
tagonistic expression "robber 
tanff," Mr. Bradley said : "It 
ain't the tariff that robs you. 
Its the Democratic party of Kei 
tucky acting through the sheriff 
who collects your taxes." 

As to the army he said the 
democrats say "Why just look 
at the standing army!" We ha-r< 
fewer soldiers in proportion to 
population than we had in tl-e 
tipys of Thomas Jeflerson. The

The devotion of the negroes 
of Kentucky to Gov. Bradley is 
well known. During the speech 
he displayed a gold watch which 
he said had been given him by 
the humble colored men of the 
State near the close of his ad- 
ministration in recognition of 
simple humane acts toward an 
oppressed race during his term 
term as Governor of Kentucky. 

At the close of the speech the 
stage was crowded with people 
from the audience who wanted 
to shake hands with the dis- 
tinguished speaker.

A Peenliar Hone 

The excellence of the English Co- 
lonial educational systems is evi- 
denced by the following interesting 
description of the horso by a Bom- 
bay student: 

"The horse is a very noble quadru- 
ped, but when ho in angry lie will 
not do so. He Is ridden on the spin- 
al cord by the bridle and sadly the 
driver places his foots on the stir- 
rup, and divides his lower limbs 
across the saddle, and drives hi an- 
imal to the meadow. He has a long 
mouth, and his head Is attached to 
the trunk by a long protuberance 
called the neck. He has four legs; 
two are In the front side and two are 
afterwards. These are the weapons 
on which Ite runs, aud also defends 
himself by extending thoae in the 
rear in a parallel direction toward 
his foe, bat this he doe* only when 
In a vexatious mood. His foodiug 
is generally grasses and grains. He 
is also useful to take on his back a 
man or woman as well as some car- 
go. He has power to run as fast as 
he coetd. He has get no sleep at 
night time, and always standing 
awakeu. Also there are horses of 
short sixes. They do the same as 
the others are generally doing. 
There Is no animal like the horse ; 
no sooner they see'their guardian or 
master. they always crying for food- 
lng, but it i - always at the morning 
time. They have got tall, but not, so 
long as the cow uu«l other such like 
similar animals."

Therefore the practice sometimes 
followed of planting fruit trees on 
lawns should not be encouraged. 

Oround Lime Bock. 

The use of ground lime rock on 
lands inclined to be aoldy is highly 
to be recommended. Thore should 
oe more mills for the grinding of 
this rock than now exist. Every 
county that Is largely underlaid 
with lime rock should have at least 
one place within it where ground 
lime rock can be obtained. This 
would greatly simplify tit* matter ot 
getting the ground rock to mantel, 
as the farmers would in many in- 
do the hauling themselves.

Profit in Oaese. 

If oue has a low. marBhy meadow 
bordering on a stream he cannot 
find a way to make it more profita- 
ble than by turning a flock of good 
geese loose to graxe on it, says M. F. 
Delano iu American Agriculture. 
The Toulouse is most popular, with 
the Bmbdeu a close second. The 
former is gray, laced with white on 
back and breast, solid gray heads 
and necks and white underneath 
It is a big, low. firm set goose and 
an invaluable variety. My choice is 
the Embden. Its pure white plum- 
age, orange bill and legs and clear, 
bright blue eyes make a very at- 
tractive combination of colors. 

The African is a good goose and, It 
Is claimed, will lay more eggs t,.an 
does the Toulouse or Embden. The 
Cfrina varieties, white and brown, 
are 8onn\what smaller, hat of a good 
size for market, and extremely pro- 
ductive. They aro profitable geese 
to keep.

He will pre- 
sent a bill in the next sessiou of con- 
gress and the state legislature to 
legalize finger imprints and give 
them the weight a seal now possesses. 

Discussing Ins plan to give a legal 
status to finger tips, Mr. Fast said 
the seal, which formerly was an In- 
dubitable attestation of a document, 
was fast falling into disuse. 

"I suggest." he said, "that as a 
guarantee ot genuineness every per- 
son choose one of'his 10 fingers— 
which I shall call my 'ego' Augers— 
and place an impression of its tip

documents requiring a seal by law. 
In that case the impression should 
be made after the seal, and in addi- 
tion to it. 

"Not aloile are the lines of each of 
every person's 10 Augers different,- 
but the 10,000 finger tips of 1,000 per- 
sons all vary. Tims, the impression 
of a man's finger tip would be incon- 
vertible evidence that he was pres- 
ent when a document was signed. 

"Just as every person usually 
adopts a* uniform signature to sign 
checks, so also should he adopt one 
certain finger for au imprint after 
his signature, and he should leave at 
duplicate of the impression with the 
bank for its guidance. 

"In drawing wills or other equally 
important papers, 1 ask my clieute 
to leave in their safe or In the care 
of a confidential person, duplicate 
impressions of their 10 fingers and a 
declaration as to which linger was 
used for the invariable imprint after 
their signatures." . ,

REALLY CAUSE FOR WONDER 

Infrequency of Confusion of Words 
of Similar Meaning In Writ- 
ing English. 

When we take Into consideration 
the millions of times In which lay and 
lie are confounded in popular speech, 
and the pettj- number of Instances 
of such confusion that can be gleaned 
from the most exhaustive study of all 
our great authors, we recognize, writes 
Prof. T. R. Loun;bury, In Harper's 
Magazine, what it Is that constitutes 
that consensus of which Qulntlllan 
speaks as the authority to which we 
all have to submit. 

No better proof Indeed Is there of 
the right to rule which Inheres in the 
collective body of great authors than 
the fact that so few errorB of this sort 
occur in the heat of composition or 
pass unchallenged In revision. The 
wonder must always .be. not that they 
happen, but that they happen so rare- 
ly. Least of all should linguistic stu- 
dents make their appearance, If they 
do appear, a matter of reproach, when 
we find a similar confusion between 
set and sit in the writings of a pro- 
fessed philologist. The late George 
Perkins Marsh was one of the foremost 
promoters of English scholarship. To 
the students of the former generation 
his works did more than furnish in- 
struction; they were an inspiration. 
Yet In the second of his lectures on 
the English language he speaks of a 
person giving "a cluck with his mouth 
not unlike the note of a setting hen." 
One would naturally suppose that a 
linguistic scholar, who was In addition 
a stern critic of usage, ought to knoi

Fifty work- 
Is alleged, were Imported to the 
United States at the instance of the 
eleven accused, and were Instructed to 
swear falsely when questioned at Ellla 
Island by the Immigration officials as to 
their reasons for coming to America, 
and especially to swear that they had 
as yet no employment In thle country. 
It Is also said that the men were fur- 
nished with the address of one of the 
accused and ordered to report to him.

Two weeks after the men were Im- 
ported, the lockout being a success. It 
is alleged, the accused caused the Eng- 
lish workmen to be discharged on the 
ground that they were not familiar 
with American tools Or the method of 
working in this country, and were 
therefore useless. Some of these men 
got home as best they could, but four 
of them carried their grievances to 
agents of the department of commerce 
and labor and rendered Information on 
which an investigation was based.

Chicago, Sept. 21.— Four officials of 
the S.hwarzchlld & Sulzberger Pack- 
ing Co. of Chicago were fined an ag- 
gregate of 125,000 by Judge Humphrey 
in the Cnlted States district court here. 
The tines followed a plea of guilty to 
indictments charging conspiracy to ac- 
cept railroad rebates. 

The defendants were Samuel Weil, of 
New York, vice-president of the com- 
pany; B. S. Cuzey, traffic manager; 
Vance D. Sklpworth and Chas.E. Tood, 
assistant traffic manager. 

Mr .Weil was fined 110,000, the oth- 
er three I5.0QO each.

Working of the Motor Is Something 
Marvelous— Some Interesting 
Points About the Wi 



Just what one of these motors will 
do Is shown by analyzing the ma- 
chinery of a fast auto-boat Some of 
these boats have four, six, eight, and 
even 12 cylinders in their motorB. 
The most successful bo far, says 
Pearson's Magazine, have been of the 
eight cylinder type. When Commodore 
Harrison B. Moore's auto-boat Onon- 
tlo made her famous record trial, cov- 
ering a nautical mile at the rate of 
28.36 statute miles an hour, her deli- 
cate machinery was pulsing and throb- 
bing in a way that was wonderful to 
watch and still more wonderful to 
think about. This boat is driven by 
an explosive gas engine. It has eight 
cylinders, set in tandem fashion, and 
each cylinder works on the shaft to 
which Is attached the propeller. The 
propeller was being turned at the rate 
of 850 revolutions a minute. Four- 
teen times every second the three- 
bladed wheel spun around in the 
water. Fourteen timeB to every tick 
of the clock the piston rod of each 
cylinder was driven down and brought 
back again. 

One after another, so fast that the 
•ye could not follow, these eight 
cylinders, working in perfect uniform- 
ity, made each 850 downward and up- 
ward movements, so that in each min- 
nte these eight piston rods were driv- 
en down and brought back to the top 
of the cylinders 6.800 times. 

The marine gas engine has become 
much more practical than the engine 
used for vehicles. A motor of small 
power can be put In a boat for very 
little money, or the wealthy man can 
spend thousands of dollars for a 
machine similar to that in the Onon- 
Uo. Racing men, too, can enjoy the 
sport for a small outlay, and this year 
members of the Knickerbocker Yacht 
club had 12 21-foot boats built that 
cost only a few hundred dollars each, 
which they raced and enjoyed, and the 
members of the Eastern Yacht club 
promoted another class of small, 
cheap boatB. 

The cheapest motor boat on the 
market costs $175. It is simply an 
open boat fitted with a 1% horse- 
power motor, but it works well and 
drives the boat at the rate of Ave 
miles an hour. It will use a quart of 
gasoline an hour. Gasoline Is worth 
16 cents a gallon, so this boat does 
not cost much to run. 

A 17-foot boat fitted with a 114 
h"rse-power motor costs $230. A boat 
20 feet long, fitted with a three 
horse-power motor sells for $375, aid 
a 25-foot boat, with a five horse-power 
inotor sells for $650. These prices are 
only for boat and motor, awnings and 
other fancy fixtures/add to the price. 

As the size of the boat and power 
Of the motor increases, so does the 
price. A 30-foot boat flta^ii with a 
standing roof and driven *y a six 
horse power moter which will give n 
■peed of seven miles an hour will cost 
91,426. This boat is substantially 
built. It can carry 50 gallons of oil 
and will use three quarts an hour. If 
the front is inclosed with glass and 
the Interior finished In mahogany the 
cost will be $1,960. This is an ideal 
craft for outings during the day. If a 
boat is wanted for cruising and is fit- 
ted with berths and a galley, the cost 
Increases very fast. One 36 feet long, 
built of cedar and oak, will cost $3,- 
290 to $3,500. This boat will need a 
ten horse-power motor and it will uae 
4 'i quarts of gasoline an hour. 

The cost of running a motor boat 
Increases very rapidly as the power 
Increases. An ordinary engine will 
use a pint of gasoline an hour 'for each 
horse-power, so that a motor of 20 
horse power will use ten quarts an 
hour. In the racing boats this rule 
hardly applies, as those who go in for 
racing craft do not care for expense. 
A boat like the Onontlo will use 25 
gallons of oil un hour, which at the 
present price of gasoline will mean 
a cost of four dollars each hour it 
Tuns. 

Beginning of Conscience Fund. 
' "To Account Conscience." This ac- 
count was opened by the United States 
government In 1811. It would not be 
fair to Infer from this fact that the 
American conscience had Its awakening 
at so late a date In the country's history, 
hut that year witnessed the first return 
to the government, as the result of the 
"■till small voice," of money of which 
It had been defrauded some time before. 
President Madison found on his desk 
one morning an unsigned letter in which 
the writer confessed to defrauding tli" 
government of two dollars, for which his 
' conscience had made him suffer sorely. 
This amount was Inclosed with the re 
quest ihat it be turned into the national 

. treasury, the writer expressing the 
hope that this full restitution and re- 
pentance would restore a clear and easy 
conscience. Up to date the amount re- 
ceived by ihose who have defrauded the 
government and become conscience- 
stricken is $400,000.— American Illus-

CRACK IN THE ROCK. 

HISTORY OF THE SPLITTING OF 
PLYMOUTH'S LANDMARK. 



Torn Asunder by Opposing Factions 
of Its Early Day and Rejoined 
Many Years After- 
' wards. 

Plymouth has been called the cradle 
of New England. It Is on the coast, 38 
miles south of Boston, and is a thriving 
and prosperous New Engjand town, 
with good schools and churches, and 
town hall, and shops of all kinds and 
comfortable homes, wrlteB Cornelia 
Hickman, In "A Visit to Plymuoth 
Rock,'-' In St. Nicholas. 

On the flat strip of land that runs for 
miles up and down the shore of the bay, 
the diminutive white houses of the 
fishermen are crowded close together. I n 
the center of the same fiat land-strip, 
danked on both sides by the fishermen's 
homes, is a large, open square 40 yards 
from the water front Here stands 
Plymouth Rock the first sight of which 
gives one a mental shock, for, no doubt, 
fancy has pictured an Immense boulder 
rising grandly out of the sea; -but, In- 
stead, the visitor sees only an oblong. 
Irregularly shaped gray sandstone rock 
12 feet In length and five feet in 
width at the widest point and two at the 
narrowest. Across one part runs a large 
crack which has been filled with cement, 
and which gives to Plymouth Rock a 
highly artificial appearance. The origin 
it this crack Is a bit of unique history, 
and bears evidence to the early differ- 
ences that at times dlvjded the Inhab- 
itants Into two factions. 

For a long time there waged spirited 
and bitter wrangling between theoppos- 
ing parties, and it even settled down

FATHER OF CONCORD CRAPE 
Memorial Proposed to Massachusetts 
Man Who Originated the 
Variety. 

A movement has been started look- 
ing to the erection of a memorial to 
Ephraim Bull, the originator of the 
Concord grape. Mr. Bull found a grape 
vine growing wild in the woods and 
transplanted it in a yard in Concord, 
Mass. From that vine, which is still 
growing lu the place where M. Bull 
set It, has sprung the entire Concord 
grape Industry. Autumn and grapes 
soon will be here. It is an appropriate 
time to start such a movement. 

It is proposed to secure enough 
money by voluntary contributions both 
to put up a monument to Mr. Bull and 
to give perpetual care to the old vine 
which he tended with such skill and 
effect. Grape vines are extremely long 
lived. In California there are some 
which are certainly several hundred 
years old. There teems hardly any 
limit to the time tluy will sarvive and 
remain healthy and fruitful if properly 
tended. The plan of maintaining Mr. 
Bull's vine In perpetuity Is not, there- 
fore, so impracticable as It might seem 
to persons unfamiliar with grape cul- 
ture. — . ... ' ' 

The Corncord giape is peculiarly 
hardy and prolific. The growing of it 
has expanded Into an extensive and 
highly profitable -industry, and it is the 
progenitor of several other fine grapes. 
Every year Concord grapes are con- 
Verted Into thousands of cans of Jel- 
lies and Jams, while carload upon car- 
load of them are eaten raw. A fruit 
which is a source of so much profit to 
some and of bo much gustatory Joy to 
all should have many warm friends,

In the town square this part of 
Plymouth Rock remained for more than 
half a century, when a committee of the 
council resolved to move It back to its 
original position, and Join it as best 
they could, to the other half. According- 
ly, in 1834. on the morning of the Fourth 
of July, the Plymouth Rock bad been 
reunited in all seriousness to its long-es- 
tranged position, and the union made 
complete by a mixture of cement and 
mortar. 

To-day fou> granite columns support 
a canopy of granite that offers Plymouth 
Rock an Indifferent protection against 
the rain and the sun, and serves to keep 
back. In some measure, the thousands of 
sight seers who come to Plymouth with 
only one object In view, namely to press' 
up around the iron bars, and to gaze 
through them at the revered rock, on 
which they see the single Inscription, cut 
in the middle of Its face in long, plain 
figures, "1620." 

The rock Is surrounded by a high Iron 
railing composed of alternate boat hooks 
and harpoons, and inscribed with the Il- 
lustrious names of the 40 men who 
drew up the Pilgrims' compact on board 
the Mayflower that November day as 
they sighted the coast that henceforth 
was to be their home.
